twenty-eight miles west, the hurricane was 

very destructive. Two storms metover the 
town at 11:3@and accompanied by rain and hail 
broke in fearfnl fury, demolishing entirely 
the Baptist church, which cost $25,000. The 
spire of the Presbyterian churci was lifted 
high in the air, and the inverted point struck 
the sidewalk in front of the church, and was 
driven many feetin the ground. The towers 
of all the churches are eff, end the churches 
are otherwise damaged. Nearly every busi- 
mess heuse in the city is unroofed and dam- 
aged. The park and public square are filled 
with tin roofs, rolled tnto bundles, like wads 
of paper. The rain damaged a_ large 
quentity Of merchandise. The storm lasted 
abost forty minutes. Taree hundred 
dweilings are unroofed and damaged, and 
not:a single chimney is left stamding. A thou- 
sam trees are twisted off. Tiree large brick 
school houses are in ruius, but the college 
hrildings escaped. Only te persons were 
meported killed, Mrs. Scettamd her son, who 
ived near the city. Nome are seriously in- 
rurelin the town. The imsane hospital, with 
1600 inmates, in the track ef the storm, is not 
damaged.. The loss in Mt. Pleasant is above 
$150,000, The freight ears standing on the 
track a mile east of Mt. Pheasant were careen- 
ed upon the main line, and the Chicago, Bur- 
lington and Quincy freight train collided 
with them, wrecking the upturned cars ceen- 
pletely.

Appearance of Hordes of Bedouins Along the Suez— 
The Events of th@ Day. 

ALEXANDRIA, June 19.—Dervisch Pasha has 
advised the khedive to go toCairo and remain 
there for a few days so as to tranquilize the 
people. England and Franee have promised 
that the conference on Egyptian affairs will 
meet on the 22d inst., at Constantinople. 
Meanwhile the khedive, Dervisch Pasha and 
Arabi Pasba have promised to maintain order. 

IsMAILA, June 19.—Alarm is felt here be- 
cause of the vicinity of large numbers of 
Bedouin Arabs, who have lately approached 
close to the town and have been observed 
hovering along the unguarded banks of the 
canal. A dispatch to the Times from Alex- 
andria states that the banks are mostly pre- 
ecicg to resist a siege. The Ottoman 
yank has been converted into an armory, the 
entrances to the bank are blocked by bales of 
silk, and the clerks are well supplied with 
provisions. The sub-minister of justice, who 
is conducting the inquiry into the cause of 
the riots in Alexandria, states that he cannot 
justly punish the prisoners as long as he is 
unable to arrest the instigators of their crimes. 
He names Arabi Pashaas the chief instiga-

The porte has received a dispatch from 
Dervisch Pasha, reporting that Arabi Pasha 
strictly obeys the khedive’s commands. He 
thinks, therefore, that the conference would 
be inopportune.

It may be stated 
then, as the sum of thos- indulged in around 
here, that the Hon. H. W. Turner will have 
no serious Opposition to a renomination for 
congress. In addition to his excellent record 
thus far and an unblemished personal charac- 
ter, he has the prestige of established usage, 
viz: The tender of a renomination, where 
deserved, in his favor. No one has yet been 
mentioned as likely to oppose his claims be- 
fore the convention. It must not be sup- 
posed, however, thatthe wil) meet With no op. 
position atthe polls. It is already evident 
that an independent or republican opponent, 
though not probably both together, will have 
to be encountered. The signs are abundant 
even now, that a thorough reorganization of 
the republican party in this strong republican 
district will be effected. Who the probable 
candidate may be, it is too early to conjec- 
ture, but whoever ie is, be he republican or 
independent, he will enter the lists witha 
strong backing and support. Mr. Turner’s 
electiva before, even witha badly disorgan- 
ized and demoralized party in opposition, 
was a surprise to many of his supporters.

Down in 
Georgia we know comparatively little 
about Knoxville, and I think I shall make 


the home people open their eyes at the show- 
ing the city makes. Chattanooga hasno espe- 
cial affection tor Knoxville, and would turn 
up her nose, prubably, at the statement that 
this town is as large as hers. Ard so Knox- 
ville doesn’t slobber over Chattanooga, either, 
and I have met men here who are willing to 
call the southern Pitsburg a big blowing ma- 
chine from Cameron hill to the Staunton 
house. However, this is noneof my business, 
it is only a school boy rivalry which will pass 
away long before they get to be men. 

But mark you, this town is a small giant. 
Commercially she ranks second to Atlanta in 
the south, excepting Nathville and New Or- 
leans. I mean as a wholesale market, As a 
manufacturing center, Knoxville is consider- 
ably behind Chattanooga, but even at that is 
holding her own with remarkable energy. 

THK TRADE. 

It will be a matter of surprise to many to 
know that the trade of Knoxville amounts to 
over $15,000,000 annually, but it is true, nev- 
ertheless. In dry goods alone she does $4.- 
500,000, while boots and shoes foot up $1,500,- 
000, groceries amount to $5,000,000, hardware 
over $1,000,000 and machinery $2,000,000. The 
output of all the manufacturing interests, the 
retai! business and other sundries amount to 
$5,000,000, coal, iron and marble being in- 
cluded in this latter estimate. It is possible 
that these figures are not enough, but they 
certainly are not too great, being obtained 
from undoubted sources of authority since 
1880. 

THE GROWTH OF THE CITY 
has been wonderful. There has been more 
perceptible improvement in that time than 
in any ten years of previous history. In 1881, 
over 200 houses were builtat a cost of about 
half a million, while the present year prom- 
ises even a greater showing than this, The 
population of Knox county, in 1870, was 28 000; 
in 1880, it was 38,000. Knoxville had not over 
8,000 in 1870, suburbs and all; today she 
claims as her legitimate population 20,000 
souls. As to the correctness of this sum, [ 
cannot say. It is given to me as correct by 
men who know. I will state, though, that 
I have heard some estimate the popu- 
lation at 17,600 and 18,000, but not a 
man figures below those two estimates and 
the majority stick to 20,000 as being actually 
correct. I am prepared to believealmost any- 
thing Lhear about Knoxville, having been 
already so completely overwhelmed with sur- 
prises, I had expected to see a pokey, sleepy, 
mountain town of some 10,000 inhabitants, 
and was totally unprepared to welcome a 
thriving city nearly half as large as Atlanta. 
THE RAILROADS 

As arailroad center, Knoxville is fast rush- 
ing to the front. The East Tennessee, Vir- 
ginia and Georgia runs from here to Bristol, 
(‘hattanooga and Meridian, Miss., the North 
Carolina division of the same road connect- 
ing at the state line with the Western North 
Carolina road. The Knoxville and Ohio road 
will be finished by September. It runs to 
the state line, where it connects with the 
Kentucky Central and the latter with 
the Louisville and Nashville. The Emory 
Gap road has been surveyed, but is not fin- 
ished. It wili connect with the Cincinnati 
Southern. One of the most important of all 
southern railroads, when finished, will be the 
Knoxville and Augusta. It runs now some 
sixteen or eighteen miles from here to Mary- 
ville, but will not be completed to Georgia for 
some months yet. This road will yive At- 
lanta two separate lines to the coal fields, and 
will prove a boon to our-state on that ac- 
count. 

THE MANUFACTURES, 
To give an idea of how Knoxville ranks as 
a manufacturing city, there are the following 
important enterprises in that line now in 
full blast: ‘he Southern car works build 
five cars daily, worth $3 .000, or 
about $400,000 annually. The Knoxville 
car wheel company turns out forty wheels per 
day, worth about $175,000 yearly. They also 
turn out six and a half tons of pig iron from 
their furnaces daily. They run two furnaces 
but one is being repaired now. Three large 
furniture factories do an annual business of 
$300,000, while a barrel and keg factory turns 
out $150,000 every year. The Knoxville 
handle factory puts $400 worth of handles on 
the market every day, or $125,000 yearly. 


, The Knoxville iron company employs several 


hundred hands and does about $250,000 worth 
of business annually. There are two found- 
ries and machine shops that do $100,000, be- 
sides six flouring mills that do more than that. 

The ice factory makes five or six tons daily. 
sesides these, there is a car spring factory, a 
turn table factory and a number of other im- 
portant industries near the city and tributary 
to it, that do a good business. A novel en- 
terprise is a zinc factory, which is doing a 
large trade. A Jarge cotton factory with 
$250,000 subscribed capital will soon be com- 
menced, all of which shows that Knoxville 
is by no means an unimportant city. The 
population is growing very rapidiy, the peo- 
le seemling to think that the present num- 
ers will double within ten years. The class 
of improvements has been good and 
solid. On Gay street especially is 
this noticeable. Gay street is Knoxville’s 
Whitehall which it somewhaties*mbles, and 
with which it will compare very favorably. 
This year several stores have yone up, costing 
315,000 or $20 000, A number of $10,900 resi- 
dences have also been built lately. 

THE CITY'S APPEARANCE, 

Knoxville as a city presents avery pretty 
appearance, though it is thoroughly hilly. It 
reminds me of Rome or Vicksburg. i went 
up on the post-office building yesterday; and 
took a bird’s-eye view of the surrounding 
country, and was charmed with the panorama 
spread ont before me. To the east House 
mountain raises ita-bead aloft, a silent land 
mark that is always shown the visitor. Look- 
ing toward the southeast I saw the dividing 
ridge betweeu Tennessee and North 
Carolina, some forty miles away. North and 
west the Cumberland range, blue and beau- 
tifal, ran out along the sky, while to the west 
was the hillon which was built during the 
war, historic Fort Sanders. At this fort one 
of the most terrific hand to hand encounters 
of the war is said to have taken place. On 
the west side of the fort is or was a very deep 
ditch which the federals used as a pitfall 
on an occasion when the confederates stormed 
the place. An ingenious as well as heartless 
yankee ran a streng wire along the outeredge 
of the ditch some six or eight inches from 
the ground. As the confederates ran up the 
hillin a body, omreaching the brow, they were 
precipitated headlong into the ditch, where 
they were mercilessly butchered by their ene- 
mies. It will be remembered that Victor 
Hugo pictares a similar incident on the top 
of Mount 8t. John, in his wonderful and 
graphic description of the battle of Waterioo 
in **‘Les Meserables.”’ 
The city is very compactly built, as already 
stated. The corporate liniits are very narrow, 
being only one mile across one way by a mile 
and three-quarters the other. Including sub- 
urbs and all the city is not two miles wide, 
and yet twenty thousand people are crowded

ss now if the compai.y had hac the lumber, but 
on account of such a demand from every yuarter it 
is impossible for all to be supplied as readily as 
they would iike. When the iumber gets in the mill 
will, in a very short time, be ready for action. 

The Birlow mill runs regularly, and the yield is 
about the same from month to month, depending 
eutirely on the amount of ore put through. 

The Ivey cutis eulaiged daiiy by the irresistible 
force of the water from the Little Giant. Vast 
amounts of ore are exposed. The mine is showing 
up well, and the yield is satisfactory. 

The work towards getting ready for action on the 
Pigeon Roost is progressing slowly, but surely. 

Mr. Hall is exerting every energy to get the Cal- 
houn mill complete at an early date, and if the 
work goes on as rapidly asitis at present, the com- 
pany Will soun be ab.e te report their weekly clean- 
ups. 

The Bast cutis now something over SO feet deep 
and from 80 to 125 feetin width, and near 500 feet 
in length, and room on the property to extend 1,500 
feetfurther. Itis not known how much it can be 
widened, but the vein can be worked by means of 
water at least 150 feet below the outcrop. ‘The mill 
makes regular time and is supplied in ore by a 
small force of men. The ore is how being extracted 
from different points along the entire length of the 
excavation, The yield is egually as large as usual. 

The large Lockhart mil] has not been able to make 
regular iime for the first few days on account of the 
lack of fuel. They are driving to strike the 12 feet 
vein, and supplying just enough steam to keep the 
water and waste out of the shaft until they get 
their water from the Yahoola river. The dam is 
very nearly complete. The canal is being pushed 
very rapidly, and a section of 270 feet is fini-hed 
and the balance almost to grade. The 5 stamp mill 
is not ready for operation yet, but the new shaft 
has come and the work of repairingis going on. 
The Litue Giant has also come, and will be put to 
work soou. 

The Singleton yield is satisfactory and every- 
thing is going ou very smcothly.

ATHENS, June ly, i882.—To Alfred H. Colquitt 
Governor of Georgia—Dear Sir: Agreeably to the 
instructions of your excellency, the board of vis- 
ijtors to the senior class assembled at 10 a.m. on the 
6th instant, in the library of the university. The 
folowing Members were present: Mark Johnston, 
H H Smith, CP Crawford, RJ Willingham and H 
H Jomes, 

No quorum being in attendance, on motion the 
board organized temporarily by the election of 
Mark Johnson as Chairman, and ©. P. Crawford was 
requested to actas secretary. It was determined 
also to proceed in the examination of the papers 
submitted until such time as a regular organization 
could be etfected. At3 p.m. Messis G Pond. 8 P Urr 
and J H Fitten having appeared and taken their seats 
the board wentinto an election of permanent ofti- 
cers, Which resulted in the choice of the temporary 
jucumbents, to-wit: Mark Johnson, president, and 
¢ P Crawford, secretary. Absent, EJ Harden and 
W J Northern. The board thus legitimately consti- 
tuted, then confirmed the action of the temporary 
organization, and addressed itself at once to busi- 
hess, 

Atterdue examination, they find the papers of 
the young genUemen to be of average merit, and 
sume Of them possessed of great excellence. No 
changes have been made in the curriculum of study 
or the professional chairs of the institution. 

it was ascertained also after diligent inquiry from 
every available source that during uo previous year 
in the history of the university has the discipiine 
been more emcient, Or the behavior of the students 
more decorous and exemplary. They are in perfect 
accord with the faculty and among themselves, and 
on good terms with the citizens genvrally. ‘the 
most rigid investigation failed to reveal the exis- 
tence of aLLY political elemeut or party spirit in the 
university, Whatever. Lhe 

PUBLIC BUILDINGS, 
including the halls of the literary societies, and the 
chapel, have been placed in excellent repair and 
the campus graded, sodded with grass and greatly 
beautitied. The two coilege boaruing houses, also, 
are largely patronized and well kept. The price of 
room and board is only $15 per month. ‘This will 
compare favorably with any institution in the 
country. 
MUSEUM, APPARATUS AND LIBRARY, 

After iutinite labor and pains the commodious 
apartmenutin the library building, which has been 
neatly fitted up with show cases and shelves, has 
been made the depository for the numerous collec- 
tion of rare minerals and geological specimens and 
curiosities Which had been leftin a cenfused and 
heterogeneous heap eversince the war. To Profes- 
sors White and Barrow great credit is due for the 
skill and industry displayed in the arduous work 
of separating, Classifying and arranging these 
multitudiveous articles. 

The apparatus and chemical laboratories are in 
their accustomed excellent order, aud from their 
practical uses are of incalculable value to the 
slate. 

rhe usualannual additions to the university li- 
brary cenutinue to be made, the new books em- 
bracing all the fields of science and politics and 
standard literature. The library itself is a model 
of neatness and order. 

NUMERICAL STATISTICS, 

As compared with last year, there is a slight fall- 
ing off in the number of students matriculated at 
the parentinstiiution in Athens. Then the whole 
number was 15); now itis l4o, showing a deficit of 
niue. Thisecan be fully accounted for, however, by 
the fact that the unfo:tunate Roundtree homicide 
eceurred iu the midsi of the initiation season. aud 
the excitement caused thereby deterred several 
candidates who had made application for admis 
sion from coming forward. It is believed that all 
of these will join atthe opening of the ext term, 

doall the branch colleges also, except the South 
Georgia, there is a decided decrease in the atten- 
dance of pupils as compared with the last catalogue. 
This is chiefly due to the stringency in monetary 
affairs, and already it is announced that there wiil 
be a large accessiuit the ensuing year. It has not 
transpired that these auxiliary iustitutions have 
wrought auy harm to the parent foundation, while 
the evidences are that they will become important 
feeders in the nearfuture. The university proper, 
located at Athens, supplies an indispensable want 
that cannot be furnished elsewhere within the con- 
fines of the state. And this is said with due defer- 
ence to our denominational colleges, which we are 
proud to learn are exceedingly prosperous, ably 
olivered, and wisely conducted. Surely there is 
room (Rvugh and to spare for them all. 

kriefly stated the present roll of the university 
and its branches sums up as follows:

ment at Augusta and thetwelve law students at 
Athens are added tothe above, the grand total of 
those in attendance upon the University and its 
branches will amount to 1,091 undergraduates, 290 
of whom are of college grade. 

A POLYTECHNIC SCHOOL SUGGESTED. 

In this connection the board would commend to 
the consideration of the trustees of the university 
the establishment ofa practical schools of arts in 
connection with the university for the benefit of 
those who seek to be skilled artisans and me- 
chanics ‘Two of these institutions are doing good 
service in the state of New York, and another in 
Kentucky, and they are numerous” and 
largely patronized en the continent of Europe. 
Of course an approp iation for that purpose would 
be needed from the legislature. “Butit is hoped 
that an enterprise so eminently practical and useful 
to the commonwealth will receive favorat the hands 
of our lawgivers so soon as the condition of the pub- 
lic treasury will permit. It would give a powerful 
impetus to the industries of the country. 

THE PARLIAMENTARY SCHOOL, 

The board attended ove of the discussions of 
Chancellor Mell’s parlidmentary class, and were 
struck with the skill, coolness, courtesy and grace 
of the young gladiators in the forensic arena. These 
young men will go forth well prepared to take part 
in all the discussions in church and state, which 
@re so numerous in this free country, and their 
training here will prove useful to them through

There also remains in the hands of the treas- 
urer an unexpended balance of $3,338 86, voted for 
the repairs of the Milledgeville public buildings.

GYMNASIUM. 
students, the board would 
recommend the erection, when practicable, of a 
weil equipped ard cnnmodious gymnasium for 
their use. A structure «f this kind would greatly 
promote the health ot ‘he young and their muscular 
development, It wouic be especially beneficisl in 
nclement weather wi:t.: deprived of outdoor ex- 
ercise, Physical training and due attention to hy- 
gienic rules should form an important place in the 
curriculum of a college education 
THF EXPERIMENTAL FARM. ; 

Accompanied by Professor Whiteand Dr W L 
Mitchell, the board made a critical examination of 
the agricultural farm which is under the direction 
of Professor W M Browne. The premises anu crops 
were in admirable order, and the cultivation deep 
and thorough. The farm embraces seventy 
acres, forty of which are under a high state of 
cultivation. The crops include five acres of wheat, 
10 acres of oats, 15 acres of cotton, 8 acres of corn 
and 2 acres of sweet potatoes. The oats measured 
out 48 bushels per acre and the wheat about 12 
bushels. 

Numerous experiments for the solution of the 
mooted question whence the source of the nitrogen 
forecorn and cotton is derived are going on, and 
also experiments with the various seeds of field 
crops, such as corn, cotton, wheat, oats, potatoes, 
etc. These cover depth in sowing, distance between 
ees rows, and distance between the plants in the 

rill. 

Again, there are soil tests of all of the most popu- 
lar fertilizers and home-made manures, so arranged 
that each is kept separate and distinct, with its in- 
dividual record. These are contrasted with alter- 
nate spaces where the natural soil has received no 
assistance. 

It is impossible to overestimate the practical value 
of these experiments to the whole farming commu- 
hilty, 

The class in agriculture frequently attend the 
professor to the farm and witness the actual appli- 
cation of the theories laid down in the lecture 
room, 

Before concluding this notice of the “‘Experi- 
mental Farm,’’ the board of visitors would earn- 
estly request jhe trustees to ask for an appropria- 
tion from the general assembly for the purpose of 
providing the seagne ee implements and machinery 
which are indispensable to the complete and suc- 


At the request of the 


cessful operation of the farm, These embrace— 
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1. A 4-horse steam engine. 
2. A 45-saw gin. 

%. A thresher and gin, 

4. A reaper. 

5. Platform scales, 

The cost of all these articles would amount to but 
& trivial sum, and a model farm should certainiy 
include every one of them. How else can tne mo- 
dus operandi of agriculture and the harvesting and 
pr paration of the several crops for market be prop- 
erly explained, to ibe student? The very saving of 
grain, forage, etc , would pay a handsome interest 
on the investment. The experimental farm has 
been entirely self-sustaining for several years. 

THE LAW SCHOOL. 

The young men attending the course of law un- 
der Professor W.L. Mitchell refiect great credit upon 
this venerable instructor. The board was present 
atone of their moot courts, which was presided 
over by the professor of law and regularly organ- 
ized with sheriff, clerk, bailiff,state’s attorney,jury, 
etc. ‘The case tried, viz: “‘lhe King vs. Richard 
Savege, poet, indict)'d for murder in the county of 
Middlesex, England, November assizes, 1727, and 
found guiliy,’’ was gone over with again and ably 
and exhaustively argued on .\both sides. A lucid 
charge having been made by Judge Mitchell,the jury 
retired, and after long consultation returned, and 
failing to agree, were discharged by the court. 
Every formality of a regular legal tribunal was 
duly and rigid] enforced. 

The military organization of the university is 
fully maintained. 

SOMETHING NEW AND PECOLIAR TO THIS UNIVERSITY. 

In the department of Practical Physics the pro- 
fessor, Colonel Charbonnier, has of late introduced 
a feature unknown to any institution at the South, 
Which is the addition of a special course for those 
studying for the degree of B.S. and of B. E., and 
others who may desire to attend, whose object is to 
make a practical application of the branches under 
consideration. They are taught not only the uses 
of the apparatus, but to manufacture their own, 
and make all the necessary tests and experiments 
themselves. In individual instances some of the 
students who have completed the course remain 
and learn to become practical. scientists and eugi- 
neers. Shesameis true in Professor White’s de- 
vartment, where the young men are taught to ana- 
yze commercial fertilizers and the constituents of 
Various solisand mineral waters. In short, they 
go forth prepared to teach physics and chemistry 
and thus greatly benefit the country. In the 

MODERN LANGUAGES, 
also, the studenteuajoys rare facilities under Pro- 
fessor Willcox, for acquiring a thorough knowledge 
of French, Spanish, German and Italian. Never 
until recently has the university possessed a full 
chair in this department—proficiency in which is 
re _ requisite to obtaining the degree of 


FINAL REMARKS 

In concluding thcir report the board is pleased to 
note the steady and manifest improvement in the 
university and allits surroundings. We find but 
little to censure and much tuapprove. ‘the stu- 
dents are diligentand orderly, the faculty faith- 
fuland enthused with their work. In this con- 
nection also itis proper to ttate that a very reli- 
gious, intluence is brought to bear upon the young 
men, and wih the happiest results. The chancel- 
lor preaches to them every Sabbath, and a flour- 
ishing weekly prayer meeting is held among 
themselves. Th@ fruit of these efforts is apparent 
in the numerous atcessions Lo the severa! churches of 
the city from the ranks of the students during the 
pust year. In brief, the board of visitors do not 
hesitate te say that the outlook of our noble State 
university is highly encouraging, and its future 
growth and prosperity seems to be fully assured.

ATLANTA, June 19, 1882 —The board of visitors 
having coucluded its labors at Athens re-assembled 
On Mouday, the 19th instant, to receive the report 
of the sub-committee of their number who were 
sent to attend the cxamiyation of atlanta univer- 
sity. The report,which Was unanimously adopted, 
is as follows: 

ATLANTA, June 16, 1882.—Gentlemen ofthe Board 
of Visitors: The committee appvuiuted to represent 
your body at the recent annual examination of the 
students in the Atlanta university, beg leave to sub- 
mit the following report: 

The examination embraced the studies of the 
session in all the departineuts of the university— 
the giammiar, the preparatory, the normal aud the 
collegiate. Though condueted orally, we believe 
it Was dome with the utmost fairness, and indieated 
as Clearly as is prac.icable on such occasions the in- 
dividual and general scholarship of the students. 
Throughout ail the exercises the committee. as well 
as other visitors, were invited to participate in the 
examination, and we discovered no evidence what- 
ever of any dispusition on part of the instructors to 
conceal the deficiencies or to magnify the merits of 
arecitation. The results of these searching and im- 
partial tests were not only satisfactory to your com- 
mittee, but exceedingly gratifying. ‘They indicat- 
ed unmistakably the faithfulne.s, ability and skill 
of the teacher, and at ‘he same time the capacity, 
docility and industry of the pupil. 
We do not believe that we have ever seen 
better teaching than we find done at _ the 
Atlanta university. Evidences of the same thor- 
oughness appeared throughout all the grades of the 
grammar school and throughout all the classes of 
the higher departments. This unusual excellence, 
we think, is largely due to the fact that the teachers 
have are not only intelligent and couscientious 
workers, but that most of them have been trained 
in normal schools, where they have studied teach- 
ing as a profession, and where they have been 
placed abreast with the latest advancements in 
educational science. Surely, their distinguished 
suecess in the case before us, one environed with 
difficulties of no ordinary character, furnishes a 
convincing argument in favor of the establishment 
of normal schools in connection with all our uni- 
versity systems. 

We were particularly struck with one feature in 
the method of iustruction edopted in this institu- 
tion, and that was the accuracy of the language in 
which every question was required to be answered. 
The answer is not Only to be given correctly as to 
suvstance, but it must be expressed in words both 
prammatical and appropriate; if uot, the pupil 
reciting is asked to correct it, and if unable to do 
so, it is passed to others of the class, 
An obvious result of a strict adherence to this rule 
is that the pupils of the institution have acquired a 
habit of expressing themselves with a clearness, 
couciseness and propriety, which your committee 
think, under ihe circumstances, as remarkable as it 
is admirable, and well worthy of emulation by the 
teachers of other schools. 

Another feature which we ‘observed with great 
interest during the progress of the examination was 
the proficiency of the students inthe more ad- 
vanced branches. Popular opinion, while admit- 
ting the facility with which the colored student ac- 
quires elementary knowledge, has be en somewhat 
skeptical as tw his capacity for Uie bigher branches 
of education. Butin the examinatiou which has 
just closed we have seen him quite as much at 
home in Lat n, Greek, matheinatics, @ hics, meutal 
and physical science as in the more rudimentary 
studies; and though we have not the means of 
knowing how many students have failed to sustain 
themselves in the academic and college courses, 
and have, therefore, been dropped from the class; 
still we have seen enough to couvince us of the pos- 
sibilities of the race iu higher learning. 

The question as to What position the classics 
should hold relatively in the curriculum of studies 
in an institution established exclusively for our 
eolored people has given rise to some discussion— 
one part” advocating, the otheropposing, their 
yrominenece in the literary course. From what we 
have witnessed at the recent examination and 
previous ones, we think no objections can be prop- 
erly urged against them on the ground of incapacity 
on part of the learner; and as we hold that all 
available appliances necessary toa full develop- 
ment of mina should be found at every institution 
that aspires to the character of a university, we 
would deem it unfortunate that so important an 
element of education as Latin and Greek should 
fallinto any disrepute in the Atlanta university, 
at least until further developments have been made 
asto practical results. = 

Your committee noticed another feature in the 
management of the university to which they desire 
to call your attention as worthy of high commenda- 
lion, and that is tne mantel labor training that 
is here afforded in connection with the literary 
course. Every student, male and female, is re- 
quired to work an hour cach day at some useful 
abor, either on the farm Co inecle i with the insti- 
tution. or in the household aud kitchen depart- 
ment. ‘The tendency of this regulation is not only 
to greatly reduce the expenses of board, etc., but to 
induce habits of industry and impart valuable prac- 
tical information for every<day nse in after Hife. 
The farm, ineluding the be.u‘iful grounds imme- 
diateiy surrounding the cullege buildings, Contains 
about sixty acres, aud is uuder the direction of a 
thoroughly practical aud energetic gentleman who 
keeps everything in admirable order and brings out 
the vest possibie resulis. Specimens of field and 
garden crops, embracing @ great variety of grapes 
and forage plants, cereals and vegetables, were ¢x- 
hibited to your commiitee, evincing great efficiency 
iu this department. Samples of the culinary art 
were also shown us, and if our eyes and our palates 
did not deceive us, they reflected great credit on 
those who prepared them for our inspection and 

itertainment. 
“"The education of the intellect, without a cor- 
responding culture of the moral nature 
to say the least of it, isa doubtful good to any peo- 

le: to the colored people,of the south, we.believe, 
ft would be a positive evil. We cannot, therefore, 
too highly eommend the effort made in the Atlan ta 
university to blend. the actions of our holy religion 
with the teachings of science, thereby leading those 
who participate in the benefits of its institutions to 
understand »nd appreciate their duties to God and 
man, and thus become better as they become

Of the amount appropriated for improving 
Flint river $15,000 is to be expended 
below Albany, and the remainder between 
Albany and Montezuma. The Savannah 
river item is to be expended between Savan- 
nah and Augusta, and the engineers are to de- 
cide on what route the money for the im- 

provement of Romney marsh shall be 
expended. The large item for the Tennessee 
river is to be chiefly expende:1 in overcoming 
Muscle Shoals and giving uhinterrupted navi- 
gation up te Chattanooga. 

The appropriations for Georgia proper foot 
up $413,000.. This isa considerable sum, but 
it loses its apparent maguituds when we 
find that the entire bill appropriates $17,542,- 
875, or nearly haif a million_for each state, 
including all the little ones. On the basis of 
population Georgia would be entitled to about 
fifty per cent more than is allotted: her. But 
still we will not grumble if congress keeps up 
the lick until our harbors are accessible and 
our rivers navigable, ae

THE BONDED WHISKY BILL. 

The senate on Thursday killed the notori- 
ous bonded spirits bill by a majority of 12, 
Senator Brown being one of the majority. The 
house bill provided for an indefinite bonded 
period, but the senate substitute simply ex- 
tended the bonded period for two years, while 
it provided yarious guards and checks to pre- 
vent losses to the government.

“I am willing to tell you what 1 know, but 
I prefer that you do not use my name when you 
write the matterup. When I get through you nay 
decide yourseif whether or not the Centrel railroad 
is willing or anxious to let go its hold upon the 
Georgia railroad. Mr. Wadley leased the Georgia 
railroad and afterwards made some kind of an 
arrangement with the Louisville and Nashville 
and Central railroad as sub-lessees, but has never 
transferred his lease to them. It still stands in Mr- 
Wadley’s name. Mr. Wadley says that he did 
spend, last year, about $1/ 0,000 more than be made 
in putting down steel rails, buying cars and equip- 
ments. digging wells and ballasting the road. He 
expects to spend about $75,000 to. build the road 
into Athens, and he expegs to continue another 
year aud spend about $100,000 more than he makes, 
making in all a total of about $300,000 during the 
first three years of the lease, more than the income. 
After that time he expects to be able to make more 
than his lease. and in the next three to five years 
to pay back the $300,000. Then he expects by the 
increase of business which will be occasiened by 
the growth of the country and the terminal points 
of the road—Atlanta. Augusta, Marietta, eic.—to 
be able to make proffts on the lease. From that 
time on he will have about ninety years, duriug 
which time he expects to make profits for himself 
and successors Asto fhe report that the Central 
and Louisville and Nashville wanted to get rid of 
the lease, there has never been a word said in that 
direction by those Jines. On the contrary, tere 
are other parties that have been trying to get ihe 
roxd out oftheir hands. The south Carolita road 
wantsit very much, andthe Richmond and Dan- 
vill+ would have given more for it than Mr. Wadley 
did at the time he leased it, and had a man 
in Augusta trying to get it, and they yet want it.

Or he 
could transfer it to the Eufaula aud Montgomery 
railroad, or the . arreliton, or Mobile and Girard 
railroad. In nocase is there any probability or 
rospect of courts, stockholders, speculators or any- 
wee else ever breaking tne lease of the Georgia 
railroad asit now stands. If the Georgia were to 
pass into opposition lines, the Central would al:o 
have it to compete with at Montgomery. West 
Pointand Columbus. This would injure the Cen- 
tral’s business at these points and injure the Louis- 
ville and Nashville at Montgomery and Selma. The 
Georgia railroad owns half of the Western railroad 
of Alabama from West Point to Selma and Colum- 
bus, one-third interest in the Atlantaand Wes. 
Point, and the entire Macon and Augusta 
and Athens branches— all under this 
lease—and it would be a great power 
in ‘he hands of any competing railroad to carry 
freights away fromit. ‘That is the reason why they 
can afford to lease it In case the courts decide in 
Mr. Wadley’s favor, as he thinks they will, it takes 
the Georgia railroad from under the state commis- 
sioners. That will enable the Georgia railroad to 
increase jts freight and passenger rates according to 
its charter and. will make the lease of the Georgia 
railroad profitable to the lessees at oncet without 
waiting fur several years for it to become profita- 
ble.” 

From the Augusta Chronicle. 

A Chronicle representative called upon President 
Phinizy, of the Georgia railroad, yesterday after- 
noon, and interviewed him in regard to the report 
that the lease of the Georgia railroad is to be 
broken, that President Wadley, of the Central. will 
resign his position in July, and that General E. P, 
Alexander, vice-president of the Louisville and 
Nashville, will be made president of both the Geor 
gia and Central. Mr. Phinizy said emphatically 
that the report was absolutely without foundation. 
There had not been the remotest idea of breaking 
the lease of the Georgia railroad. No power 
on earth could break it. The million 
and a half dollars worth of security 
given by the lessees guaranteed the lease 
beyond all peradventure, ard there had been no 
thoughton any side of breaking it. ‘Ihe courts 
might decide that the Central railroad could not 
hold Mr. Wadley’s share of the lease, but the Geor- 
gia railroad did not know the Centralin the 
action. Mr. Wadley was the lessee. As to 
Wadley’ s-resignation of the presidency of the Cen- 
tral railroad he could only say that he attended a 
meeting of the directors of that road Wednesday, 
and there was nothing whatever said about Mr 
Wadiey's resignation. On the contrary, Mr. 
Wadley asked for two months’ leave of absence 
in order ta recuperate his heilth, and 
the board granted the leave for the two 
months or sich longer period as might be necessary. 
There Was mo suggestion of resignation It was 
true that the majority of the board were friendly to 
the policy of tveueral Alexander, but that did not 
in._piy that they were not friends of Mr. Wadley. 
They de-ired the latter to continne resident of the 
Central railroad, and he was perfectly satisfied that 
Wadley had no intention of resigning. There was, 
he said, the utmost confidence in Georgia railroad 
stock, and none of ‘he larzer holders parted wi h 
theirstock or paid any attention to sensational ru- 
mors. Itwas only the very small and badly in- 
formed holders that suffered themseives to be at all 
afiected by these wild reports. We Jearn that there 
has been considerable inquiry for the stock during 
the past week. but holders are not disposed to sell.

“We had had some correspondence with the com 
mittee of the fruit-growers’ association and with 
M r. Joseph M. Brown, of the Western and Atlantic 
railroad, and the result of the correspondence is 
that 1 am here to see what the _ field 
is and to begin and put in operation what | 
think will prove aftera while a valuable and perfect 
System of transportation for fruits and vegetables, 
The Tiffany car company does not attempt to do 
the carrying ofgll the fruit and vegetables that is 
done Itis not our main object to furnish anything 
like the bulk of the cars that ere needed for trans- 
porting articles that require refrigerator cars. Our 
object is to establish orAo found the business—to 
get it started and then to let the railroad com- 
panies when they see it’ practical workings and 
its benefits to adopt a system of re- 
frigerator cars—of their ow. For in- 
sMance, the cars are now used on  Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee and Sit. Paul, the Chicago and 
Northwestern, the Uinois Certral, the Burlington, 
Cedar Rapids and Northern and the Union Pacitic 
and other roads. There are 300 of the Tiffany cars 
in use by the nationai dispatch. I have no doubt 
that we will soon have these cars in general use in 
this part of the south in the transportation of arti- 
cles that are to be wansported from the north to the 
south, and from the south to the north, and that 
have to be hauled in summer or Winter cars,”’ 

“Then you think a good business can be done 
from north to south?’ 

“Ofcourse. The south wants as much of the pro 
duct of the north and westasthe north and west 
want of the sonth’s products. ¢- There are numerous 
thines that could be transported in these cars to ad- 
Vantage trom one section to another. For instance, 
we run cheese into New Orleans and bring fruit 
out, thus gettinga load each way. In the south we 
can carry fruits and from the north we can bring 
you butter. You have no idea of the butter busi 
ness. In one year we carry inta Boston over a mil- 
lion and a half pounds of butter iuto Boston, seven 
anda half million pounés of cheese and two mil- 
lion pounds of dressed poultry.’’ 

“Or eof tne advantages of the cars,”’ continued 
Mr. Pierce, ‘in carrying fruit is that fruit can be 
left on the trees so much longer. It can be picked 
when ripe, and will keep as well after it arrives at 
its destination ax if it had never been put intoa re- 
friverator car. It is a mistake to think that the re- 
frigerator car injures the fruit and makes it decay 
earlier than it otherwise would. -Under the csuai 
plan of gathering fruit before it ri- 
pens and sending it on to market to 
complete the ripening process after it leaves the 
tree. Under suchasystem, of course, we in Chi- 
eago hever get the best fruit, just as you here do 
not even get the best, the nicest fruit from Florida. 
Your people here who never were in_ Florida have 
noidea of the lusciousness of a Florida orange 
just from the tree ora well ripe banava. Justso with 
some of the fruit that corres to us, except that the 
advanisze is in favor of the orangeand banana. The 
peaches thatare puliledina partially green state 
either begin to deeay around the stem or ston¢ be- 
fore they are put upon the market.”’ ! 

‘How much ice does it require to ice a refrigerator 
car: 

“Shout three thousand pounds. Ordinarily that 
would do for a car from here to Chicago if it was 
run on the fast schedule now run by the Western 
and Atlantic reac and its connections. You call 
them iefiigeraior cars; we-call them summer and 
winterears. Thev are, in fact, not refrigerator cars. 
Of course we cannot take three thousand pounds 
of ice and refrigerate sixteen thousand pounds 
of peaches. The pea hes will have to -be 
cooled in a cooling room before they are loaded. So 
with everything else. In Boston we are building a 
eooling house of 500,000 cubic feet for storage. In 
this country cooling houses might be established in 
central locations, or men who have large orchards 
might have cooling houses of their own. In places 
where ice is not obtainable, we have a machine 
which will cool a room with compressed air and 
can be used to advantage. It cau also be put upon 
acarand carried around to the different places 
where it isneeded. )

loading it, we will ran it into Chicago. I have talked 
with several gentlemen here since ny arrival, and 
1am confident that a great business can be worked 
upin the south in refrigerator cars, and we will en- 
deavor to do it.
